JEF FOWLER 


Repeating as the National Bench Rest 
Shooters Association’s Sporter/Varmint 
National Champion is a difficult task at 
best. But Jef Fowler, Midland, Texas, 
has turned the trick. He captured the 
1981 NBRSA Sporter/Varmint champion- 
ship at Austin, Texas in July, and in 
doing so became the first repeat title 
holder since 1974 when Perry Morton 
won his second straight championship. 
After the first two events — Sporter and 
Light Varmint — Jef held a commanding 
lead toward the Three-Gun Champion- 
ship. Or perhaps, what appeared to be a 
commanding lead as he ran into 
difficulties in the 100-yard. Heavy Var- 
mint title race, but came back in the 200- 
yard competition to win a narrow victory 
over Don Geraci, who finished second. 
Jef had won the championship in 1980 at 
Kelbly’s Range in Ohio. 

The high level of competition makes it 
extremely difficult for one competitor to 
win back-to-back championships. But 
Jef has been on a real tear for the past 
two years winning nearly everything in 
sight. 

His son, Ed, may or may not have had 
anything to do with Jef’s success but he 
showed at the awards ceremonies any- 
way.

P.S. | don’t go along with the idea of 
chambering a rifle barrel by putting it 
back in the lathe spindle. Most people 
who do that do so because their lathe 
doesn’t have enough center to center 
capacity to support the barrel like | do. 
In 1937 | bought a lathe and got one with 
42” between centers. That takes care of 
30” barrels. With my system you can 
remove a barrel from the lathe and take it 
to the vise, try the receiver on it, blow 
chips out and check chamber depth, etc. 
Then put it back in the lathe right where 
it was.

Agenda Items 


. Accept or reject changes made at 
the 1980 Annual Meeting and used 
over the past year. 


. Agenda item No. 2 (1980) tabled dur- 
ing these meetings — Delete the 
Sporter class and replace it with the 
Heavy Bench Rifle in the 3-gun ag- 
gregate at the International Cham- 
pionships. 


. Agenda item No. 8 (1980) tabled at 
that time — If the Heavy Bench Rifle 
is not to be the third gun in a three 
gun aggregate at the International 
Championships, then we should 
restrict the Light Varmint class to 
.224 cal. or smaller. 
. The committee formed to investigate 
member voting at the Annual Meet- 
ing recommends the following: 
Since the executive board of direc- 
tors must ratify actions taken by the 
board of directors they have the 
power to veto any item (Art. VI Sec. 
2). Because of this safeguard the 
members should be allowed to vote 
on all items with an executive board 
vote to accept or reject their actions 
on each agenda item following the 
general meeting.

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Working Up 
A Load

Bullet Seating 


Over the years various methods of 
working up a load in a newly built gun or 
a recent chamber job have been written 
and rewritten a number of times. 

Each shooter has his or her own 
method of achieving the means to their 
end. This article is to be concerned 
solely with seating the bullet to the 
proper over all length so that the ogive 
of the bullet will be in proper relation to 
the lands of the given chamber and 
bullet combination. It does not matter 
what caliber or case design is in ques- 
tion, only the seating of the bullet to 
proper over all length for optimum per- 
formance from a given gun or barrel. 

The first measurement to be needed is 
what will be called the “Bullet Jam 
OAL”. To determine this, place the rifle 
on front and rear rests and insure that 
the barrel and chamber are clean. Next, 
take a fully fireformed case that has 
been neck sized only and a bullet of 
desired choice, start the bullet into the 
case with seating die making sure the 
bullet is left seated well out of the case 
and is straight. Now insert the case and 
bullet into the chamber and close the 
bolt, seating the bullet fully into the case 
with the lands. Extract the case carefully 
and measure the OAL of the round and 
record. This should be repeated as often 
as necessary to obtain a uniform 
measurement (three times is usually 
sufficient).

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Henry Christman rediscovers 
shooting’s best kept secret: 


The accuracy of Nosiler 
Solid Base Bullets 


As many competitive bench rest 
shooters do, Henry Christman 

of Pearland, Texas, started mak- 
ing his own bullets back in 1975, 
even though Nosler Solid Base 
match grade bullets were winning 
him some local matches. For five 
years he competed with his own 
as well as those made by the 
best custom bullet makers. 

In mid-1980, Henry decided to 
give the 52 grain Solid Base bul- 
lets another try. Shooting the 
Noslers in a registered match at 
Austin, Texas, he placed second 
at 100 yards, first at 200 yards 
and took the Grand. Then came 
the Gulf Coast Regionals, again 
sponsored by the National Bench 
Rest Shooters Association, and 
Henry’s .222 magnum Heavy 
Varmint rifle served him well. 

He shot five groups... .229, 


.234, .126, .165 and .238...for an 
aggregate score of .1984 to win 
the Heavy Varmint 100-yard 
competition...again with the 
same lot of Nosler Solid Base 
bullets.

Now That You Asked, 
| Do Have An Opinion 


Johnstown, 1981 


Any shooter who has competed in 
registered matches in calendar year 
1981 knows that the most discussed 
subject, most argued subject, is the 
question of what we are going to do with 
the dual ten and half pound classes, the 
light varmint and sporter, that probably 
well over 95 percent of the compettors 
fire with the same rifle. 

It sure as blazes wasn’t planned that 
way, when the rules were written, many 
years ago. The light varmint class car- 
ried a ten and a half pound weight limit, 
and the sporter weight carried a ten and 
a half pound limit also, but with the ap- 
parent hooker thrown in of a require- 
ment of .23 caliber or larger. Any fool 
knew that the .22 calibers were the most 
accurate rifles, and always would be 
(ahem), so we'll just force the develop- 
ment of other calibers by this sporter 
class requirement ... that was the way 
thinking ran. 

We now skip ahead to 1981, and find 
that the .24 caliber, in both the PPC and 
6x47 types, has completely gone off and 
eclipsed the formerly invincible .22...a 
product of more bullet weight giving less 
wind drift, the seemingly technical 
superiority of the PPC case, the priority 
given to this caliber by a half-dozen 
superior custom bullet makers, and the

overall tendency of fellows building a 
new rifle to use the cartridge and caliber 
used by the winners at recent matches. 
So everyone used the 6MM tube for their 
ten and a half pounder, which enabled 
them to shoot both classes with the 
reigning most popular caliber; some 
went even further and shot the same gun 
in all three classes ... not ony did they 
do halfway decently, many of them using 
this apparently odd theory did quite well. 

At the ’81 Johnstown championships, 
we fired the light varmint class in the 
morning, had a quick sandwich at noon, 
and came back and fired the same darn 
rifles in the afternoon, this time with the 
different title of ‘‘sporter’’ being on them. 
The logic of all this was quite difficult to 
explain to spectators or new shooters, 
and if the newcomer had half a brain, it 
was almost impossible to explain. 

There has been a standing committee, 
headed by IBS president Bob White, for 
some time now, to explore the question 
of what to do about this question, and at 
Johnstown that committee took a step 
that was so intelligent that it blazed new 
trails in the field of applied logic for 
years to come. When the entire firing 
line of 50 shooters had their posteriors 
comfortably settled at the benches, Gary 
Ocock took the loud speaker and asked 
the question of 50 shooters, ‘‘Are you in 
favor of a change in the dual ten anda 
half pound classes or not? Raise your 
hand if you favor change.” It was not 
specified what change, just do you favor 
a change. There were about 140 
shooters in the three relays that were 
asked the question, and 75 percent of 
them voted for change, 19 percent voted 
for no change, and 6 percent were un- 
decided.

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| was standing nearby, and watched 
the looks of incredulity on the faces of 
Stan Buchtel and George Kelbly, and 
over coffee the next morning, Alan Hall 
remarked that he had never known 75 
percent of bench rest shooters to agree 
on anything, including whether the sun 
rose in the east or not. It was a startlingly 
clear mandate for a change, from com- 
petitive shooters, not arm chair 
theorists. The methodology of the poll 
was so simple, so inexpensive, that the 
future leaders of IBS and NBRSA should 
keep it in mind in the years to come. 
There’s a captive audience of shooters 
smack in front of you, and we ain’t gon- 
na start shooting until we count the 
raised hands ... and the people whose 
opinions you get, at the Nationals, are 
exactly the competitive shooters whose 
opinions you want. 

The following day, Sunday, after each 
relay, | would load my shells for the next 
relay as fast as possible, and then take 
off to interview shooters on the results of 
the poll. Those interviewed were asked 
the following question: ‘If we do make a 
change, what do you favor: 1) Just have 
a two gun varmint championship, ten 
and a half pounds, and thirteen and a 
half pounds; 2) Add a third class, but go 
lighter, in the eight and a half to nine 
pound range; 3) Add a third class, but go 
heavier, in the eighteen to twenty pound 
range, the proposed cruiser class; 4) 
Bring the heavy gun into the aggregate; 
or 5) Some other theory | haven’t men- 
tioned’’. For better or worse, here are 
forty shooters replies: 


JERRY HART - Do not combine heavy 
bench with varmint. Go up in weight for 
the third class, not down. It’s important 
that the shooter be able to compete with 
a couple of guns for a base. | favor the 
proposed 18-20 pound class, with five 
shot groups. A three gun championship 
is a truer test of a shooters ability. Use 
the stock specifications that currently 
exist for heavy varmint. It’s desirable 
that IBS and NBRSA work together on 
this, and track each other. 


JACK DEMING - Seventy-five percent 
of shooters polled agreed on change. 
Drop one class, and have a two gun and 
heavy bench championship at the same 
time. But keep them separate, do not 
bring heavy bench into the aggregate, 
keep that two gun. | realize that the 
shooters basically feel that we are 
duplicating things as they are now, but | 
like to shoot, and I’d be happy if things 
stayed as they are now. If a third class 
has to be added, | favor heavier rather 
than lighter, and five shot groups. 
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CARL LYNN - Drop the sporter class. 
Keep completely divorced the heavy 
bench class, due to past history of in- 
compatibility. Keep two guns, do not go 
to third class — don’t argue with suc- 
cess. 


ED PHILLIPS - Drop one class, have 
no caliber restriction on the surviving 
ten and a half pound class. | favor a third 
gun in the nineteen to twenty-one pound 
area, shot off sandbags, for the shot 
groups. Leave heavy bench alone, keep 
it separate. 


HOWIE LEVY - Move heavy bench into 
the three gun. Drop one of the ten and a 
half pound classes. | don’t want to see 
another class added. | see some prob- 
lems with both proposed new classes, 
light and heavy. 


RICK HORNBECK - Because of 
modern economics, what are our objec- 
tives? If we go down in weight, we are 
going to a sort-of hunter class rifle. An 
eighteen to twenty pound gun won't in- 
troduce any great knowledge. Keep two 
classes have a three-day championship, 
instead of four, and the shooters will 
save a hundred dollars. The other two 
classes that we have, hunter and heavy 
bench, could be swung into the aggreg- 
ate some time in the future, unchanged 
from present rules. A thousand dollars 
for a new gun these days is sort of heavy. 


SEELY MASKER - If we go to a third 
class, | favor the lighter gun, in the eight 
and a half to nine pound range. A two 
and a quarter inch forend (hunter 
specs); convex stock, same as hunter. 
Any scope, any caliber, with no maga- 
zine requirement. Glue-ins would be 
okay, basically built along the lines that 
we are using on the light varmint rifles 
today. | really enjoy shooting the hunter 
class, but feel that the IBS went the 
wrong way when they departed from the 
original NBRSA rules, specifically the 
one requiring .30-.30 powder capacity at 
least. 


ED GOFF - Add a third class—a nine 
pound sporter, with no caliber require- 
ment, then make the ten and a half 
pound class limited to .22 caliber only. 
Leave heavy varmint as is, and keep 
heavy bench separate. 


MEG ADAMOVICH - Bring heavy 
bench into it, and drop a ten and a half 
pound class. 


JOHN VENTRIGLIA - Drop one of the 
ten and a half pound classes. Keep 
heavy varmint as is. Bring in the eigh- 
teen-twenty pound cruiser class, with 
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heavy varmint stock specifications, for 
five shot groups, with no restrictions on 
barrel diameter. Keep heavy bench sep- 
arate. 


BRIAN CURTIS - Drop one of the ten 
and a half pound classes. Bring heavy 
bench in, with ten shot groups; make it 
the third class. 


JIM GREER - Bring in heavy bench, 
make it a three gun aggregate, using 
present rules. | don’t like the nine pound 
class idea at all. 


PAUL KEMPFER - Make it two gun, 
ten and a half pounds and thirteen anda 
half pounds, with no caliber restrictions. 
Keep heavy bench separate. This would 
lighten the load on sponsoring clubs, 
make it easier for the competitors — less 
expensive, and would kill less vacation 
time. 


DOC GARCELON -- It’s time for a 
change. | would not favor bringing in the 
heavy bench. But | favor dropping one of 
the ten and a half pound classes. | could 
live with a two gun set-up, a new light 
class, or a new cruiser class ... any of 
those three would be O.K. with me. 


FRANCIS BROUSSARD - | favor 
bringing in heavy bench, using the three 
classes that we have. Neither nine 
pound or twenty pound rifles would add 
much to the bench rest scene. 


JACK SUTTON - | don’t want two guns 
— | want a three gun championship. 
Either the twenty pound class or the nine 
pound class would be all right with me 
— | like to shoot. 


BILL LENT - My foremost opinion is to 
bring in the heavy bench, but probably 
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the most economical thing is to go to the 
eighteen-twenty pound cruiser class. 
The major factor would be the ability to 
use switch barrels, same action and 
stock, just change the barrel. 


ART BATTISTO - Don’t bring in the 
heavy bench. Go to a .22 caliber require- 
ment for light varmint, keep two ten and 
a half pound classes, but put a caliber 
requirement on one. 


LLOYD RICHARDS - Bring in the 
heavy bench, get rid of one of the ten 
and a half pound classes. 


JIM MAHER - Keep a three gun ag- 
gregate, with the heaviest being the pre- 
sent heavy varmint. I’d prefer to see a 
caliber restriction on one of the ten and 
a half pound classes — probably a .22 
requirement. 


BOB PEARSALL - | like the nine 
pound class idea, but limit it to a factory 
rifle — factory chamber — factory barrel, 
with a ten power limit on the scope. | 
also like the eighteen-twenty pound 
cruiser class, and I’d be willing to shoot 
that. 


ALAN HALL - Keep one ten and a half 
pound class, any caliber. Keep heavy 
varmint. Go to atwenty-five pound class, 
for ten shot groups, from sandbags. 
That’s the way | would like to see things. 


DAN HUFNAIL - | favor a two gun ag- 
gregate, the light varmint and the heavy 
varmint. Leave heavy bench out. As it is 
now, only the Nationals have three gun 
anyway. 

GLENN HESS - | favor the two gun ag- 
gregate; | don’t want to have to spend 
more money to build another rifle, and 
I’m not interested in heavy bench at all. 


JIMMY MEYER - | favor the two gun 
aggregate, and |’m a gunsmith who 
ought to be happy to see another class 
— it means more jobs for me — but | am 
not all that much in favor of switch bar- 
rels, it can cause problems in the bal- 
ance of the gun. | feel that a two gun ag- 
gregate would give us more time for en- 
joyment at a match. 


GENE NIGRO - Bring in the heavy 
bench and do away with one of the ten 
and a half pound classes. There may be 
some who don’t want to build the heavy 
bench, but those who have spent the 
money to do so don’t have enough op- 
portunities to shoot them. Keep heavy 
bench with ten shot groups. 


MIKE GRIFFIN - Keep two classes, the 
heavy varmint and light varmint. Keep 
heavy bench separate; it’s too hard to 
bring equipment for three guns to a 


match, particularly if one is to be heavy 
bench. 


GARY OCOCK - I’m torn between the 
proposed eighteen-twenty pound 
cruiser class and the heavy bench. For 
two winter meetings now, I’ve tried to 
eliminate one of the two ten and a half 
pound classes. Most shooters don’t 
want to be forced into buying equip- 
ment, but most feel that a ten and a half 
pound class has to go. Expenses are 
often mentioned by shooters. 


BRIAN RUBRIGHT - Get rid of one of 
the two light classes. | don’t favor any 
new classes. 


DON GENTNER - I’m a new shooter, 
so I'll give a qualified opinion. | think the 
eighteen-twenty pound cruiser class 
would be my choice if | could use switch 
barrels. The economy of that appeals to 
me — l’ve already ordered a heavy bar- 
rel. 


CHARLIE FOUNTAINE - | don’t care 
what is done, but | don’t want to see the 
amount of shooting cut back. If achange 
is made, | would prefer to see it go 
toward the lighter gun, the nine pound 
class, maybe with a .22 caliber require- 
ment. 


BOB WHITE - Limit one of the two 
lighter classes to .22 caliber or smaller, 
the other .23 caliber or larger. That’s the 
cheapest way out, and it would rejuve- 
nate the .22 caliber. | hear a lot of flak 
about expenses — | don’t see the eigh- 
teen-twenty pound class well...| see a 
lot of problems with heavy barrels on 
Remington actions, opening up barrel 
channels, etc. But | can live with just 
about any of the other proposals. My 
personal opinion — other than the good 
of the sport — is that | like the nine 
pound idea. 


GEORGE KELBLY - Keep the two 
classes of ten and a half and thirteen 
and a half. Keep individual records for 
each ... keep light varmint and sporter 
records separate. Possibly fire heavy 
bench nationals a couple of days before 
the varmint nationals — make it six days, 
and get it over with one trip. But | don’t 
favor putting heavy bench into the var- 
mint aggregate. 


STAN BUCHTEL - |’m pretty much the 
same as George Kelbly. The Nationals 
should be two classes, local shoots 
could be either light varmint or sporter. | 
wouldn’t want to see people forced into 
shooting the heavy bench class. 


LEE EUBER - | don’t want heavy 
bench added to aggregate. I’m willing to 
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take a caliber restriction on one of the 
ten and a half pound classes — or I'll 
take either the nine pound or the twenty 
pound class — but | don’t want to see a 
two gun national championship. 


JEANNE LYNN - | favor the two gun 
aggregate. Ten and a half pounds, thir- 
teen and a half pounds, and make it a 
three-day championship instead of four 
days. 


JOE VINCI - Keep the two ten and a 
half pound classes, but make one .22 or 
smaller, the other .23 or larger. | also like 
the eighteen-twenty pound class idea, if 
| can switch barrels. To keep the smaller 
guns out of this cruiser class, there 
should be a minimum weight require- 
ment of at least seventeen and a half 
pounds. 


ALLIE EUBER - | could well live with 
things the way they are, but if some 
change is indicated, make one of the ten 
and a half pounders a .22 caliber re- 
quirement. 


RICHARD BAKER - Keep three guns, 
otherwise it’s not a championship. To 
keep costs reasonable, put a caliber re- 
quirement on them... one to be .22 cali- 
ber or smaller, the other to be .23 caliber 
or larger. The cost factor to the in- 
dividual shooter is the most important 
consideration. 


MIKE WALKER - Caliber restrictions 
usually cause a slow down in develop- 
mental work. | would favor eliminating 
one of the ten and a half pound classes, 
but there | would stop. So | guess | favor 
the two gun idea. I’m certainly not in 
favor of putting the heavy bench gun 
into the aggregate. In the early days, we 
had up to 180 shooters at a match, all 
with heavy bench guns that looked like 
heavier versions of today’s heavy var- 
mint rifles. When mechanical rests came 
in, it cost us a lot of shooters. And if you 


try putting heavy be.ch into the aggre- 
gate, mechanical rests will cost us a lot 
of shooters again. 


WALLY HART - Go to a sporter class 
as Australia, but any power scope. 
That’s about 9.2 pounds if | recall cor- 
rectly. And no caliber restrictions. So I’m 
picking the three class system. | think 
that we should have a two year lead time 
though, for people to wear one out or 
plan one ahead. I’d continue the present 
system for 1982, and go to this for 1983. 


That’s it fellows, the opinions of forty 
members. My own opinions? Thank you 
for asking, sir! | have to admit, I’ve been 
influenced by certain opinions of people 
whose judgement | respect. So here 
goes ... keep two ten and a half pound 
guns, one to be .22 or smaller, the other 
to be .23 or larger. 

| can’t see putting heavy bench into 
the three gun aggregate. But heavy 
bench needs new life. So put the cruiser 
class over there, as a new division of 
heavy bench ... twenty pound limit, no 
mechanical rests, stock dimensions 
limited to heavy varmint specs, ten shot 
groups. Maybe a bit more on weight, up 
to about 22 pounds maximum, maybe 
not. This does away with today’s instant 
replay in the two lighter classes, it gives 
shooters a chance to get into heavy 
bench “‘with a gun that looks like agun”’, 
and there would be two separate classes 
— but no aggregate — in heavy bench. 

No one would be forced into a heavy 
gun... but there does seem to be a lot of 
support for a lighter heavy gun. Maybe 
we were looking to put it into the wrong 
place before! You could shoot the two 
lighter classes with a switch barrel. If 
you have been shooting heavy bench, 
you can continue as is. If you wanted to 
get into heavy bench, the cruiser class, 
the new division, could also be done

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switch barrel, with your heavy varmint. 
And | bet there would be more cruiser 
weights than heavy in two years. It could 
be what that class needed. 

Why did the varmint classes become 
so popular, and the heavy bench class 
decline? Primarily because the varmint 
shooters had rifles that ‘‘looked like a 
gun”, and the newcomer, looking at 
them, felt, ‘heck, they’re not much 
different than my .22-250 varmint rifle at 
home ... | shoot that real well, | bet | 
could shoot these rifles too’. On the 
other hand, he goes over to watch heavy 
bench, and maybe the sandbag shooters 
are shooting the ears off the mechanical 
rest shooters that day . . . it doesn’t mat- 
ter to the newcomer, all he does is look 
at the engineering wizardry of the 
mechanical rests, and he concludes “‘l 
could never compete with them’. 

If you have two divisions in heavy 
bench, cruiser and unlimited, | think you 
could get a lot more new shooters to test 
the water, via a switch barrel and possi- 
bly, a few weights in the stock ... it 
wouldn’t be that expensive.

If unusual measurements are encoun- 
tered it will probably be that the lands in 
the throat may be very sharp (as in anew 
cut barrel) causing the bullet to be held 
in place when extracting the dummy 
round and a longer OAL will be encoun- 
tered. To remedy this it is suggested that 
this method be attempted only after fire- 
forming the cases as these few rounds 
will tend to remove the sharp edges in 
the throat. Also use a tighter button to 
size the case. After this OAL is 
determned it will be used as a standard 
for a particular barrel and bullet com- 
bination. 

With this OAL measurement known it 
is now possible to know where the bullet 
is seated in relation to the lands when 
making adjustments to the stem of seat- 
ing die. It is not possible to seat a bullet 
beyond this measurement as the lands 
will push the bullet into the case when 
chambered. Now adjust the stem of seat- 
ing die to achieve this OAL less about 
(.010) ten thousandths. Seat a bullet in a 
dummy round and polish the ogive, 
chamber and extract round. Examine the 
bullet for land marks. Adjust seating die 
stem down a few thousandths at a time 
to eliminate land marks. (.003 to .005). 

Now with land marks gone on the 
bullet, measure seating stem on die and 
compare to measurement on stem when 
set for ‘‘Bullet Jam” and this will deter- 
mine how far back from the ‘‘Jam’’ you’ ll 
be. 

Shoot the loads with bullets seated 
this way while juggling powder charges 
to obtain best load. Then to fine tune the 
load to optimum powder charge, experi- 
ment by moving bullet up or down a few 
thousandths at a time. 

This method was used last year by 
Howard Levy with success, and is 
passed on to us all in the hopes of im- 
proving accuracy. If done properly and 
carefully, I’m sure that it will. 

This method takes about twenty 
minutes to complete and should be re- 
peated on all barrels about every five 
hundred rounds or as throat wears, as 
this will change the ‘Bullet Jam’? OAL 
measurement. 

This method will have to be repeated 
for different bullets having different 
ogives.

of miles on end, the jungle is roofed over 
by an unbroken canopy of treetops one 
hundred feet or more above the ground.

The jungle 
floor is covered by a thick carpet of 
decaying leaves, and in the shade, the 
vines and creepers, some nearly as big 
around as a man’s body circle the 
treetrunks and spiral up toward the sun. 
Where the forest ends at the river’s 
bank, or where a giant tree has fallen 
and allowed sunlight to penetrate to the 
ground, flowers, bushes and smaller un- 
dergrowth spring up so thickly that in 
places it is almost impossible to hack 
one’s way through it with a ‘‘penga’’, the 
natives jungle hatchet. This is the home 
of the Western Bongo! 

Our dear friend, Tom Murray, insisted 
on driving us to San Antonio to see us 
off. We were off for Houston and then 
out at midnight on a direct flight to Paris. 
We continued on to Marseille the next 
afternoon, only to learn upon arrival that 
we would have to return to Paris for our 
flight to Africa. | spent the two days there 
in bed with a terrible sore and swollen 
throat. | had the new experience of a 
lifetime, or maybe | had forgotten the 
olden days, as the Doctor arrived, put a 
clean towel on my chest, his ear to my 
breasts and had me breathe deeply; lift- 
ing the lamp from the night stand and 
holding it over my face, had me open my 
mouth and with a spoon to my tongue, 
say ‘“‘aaaw’’. Then putting the towel on 
my back and his ear to it, and listening to 


my breathing again, he turned to Dan 
and said, ‘‘Ah, yes, Angelina and Flue”, 
whatever that is, but said, ‘“‘Don’t worry, 
she is going to live.”’ Well, that we were 
both glad to hear! 

After three years of hoping for this 
time to come, | was most excited at the 
remote possibility that | might be lucky 
enough to score with the Bongo. We 
both heaved a sigh of relief, once we 
were belted in on the flight from Paris to 
the Central African Republic, three 
nights later. We stopped at Tripoli, and 
in the early morning hours, Fort Lamy, 
and then Bangui, the capital. 

The agent from Bangui Tourism was 
there to meet us. Also a French couple 
that spoke English, friends of Lindy’s, 
our hunter’s wife. They proved to be 
most friendly and helpful in changing 
money and interpreting for us, as we 
couldn’t speak any French. They took us 
for a short trip around Bangui. The sec- 
tion where the Rock Hotel is located is 
called the European section. The natives 
live on the opposite end of town. We 
were overwhelmed by the lush tropical 
beauty of Bangui, which is situated on a 
wide stretch of the lazy flowing Umbangi 
river, which flows into the Congo. It is 
very picturesque with the flora and 
fauna. There was a nice garden area at 
the rear of the hotel overlooking the 
river, and you dined in the open area. 
Across the river the hills rose abruptly 
and this was the Congo. The natives had 
outboard motors for their long slender 
hollowed mahogany log boats which 
slithered by, constantly ferrying passen- 
gers to and fro. 

After two nights in Bangui, we were to 
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fly bush plane, a DC-3, to Bangassou. 
We arrived at the airport early, only to 
stand around and watch for the next 
couple of hours as several men ham- 
mered on the nacelle of the starboard 
engine, a typically bush mechanic 
operation, and one just hopes it doesn’t 
fall off between Bangui and Bangassou. 
It didn’t, and we were met by Lindy at the 
dirt landing strip cleared out of the thick 
tropical jungle, after circling the village 
to alert them we had arrived. After a brief 
stop at their rest house, a bite of lunch, 
we were speeding away down the one 
track that goes north and south to our 
first camp. We met Claude at the River, 
the timing perfect. He was bringing Buck 
Buckles out, so Lindy took the jeep and 
Buck, and we joined Claude in the Land- 
rover, and departed in opposite direc- 
tions. Buck was disappointed for he had 
not been successful in getting his 
Bongo; that created moments of deep 
concern for our chances. 

All was going well, and we were to ar- 
rive in camp around six that evening 
when wham ... swoosh ... chug ... 
chug ... and the engine stopped. 
Claude had gone through a mud puddle 
and the water had covered the bonnet 
and windshield and due to the heat of 
the motor the carburator had cracked. 


They worked away and finally got some 
wires together and we were chugging 
along slowly, and still five miles from 
camp. He said, ‘‘we will never make it up 
the hill from the river crossing at this 
speed.’’ He was right. We came 
downhill, crossed the stream and the 
motor conked out and we rolled 
downhill, coming to a stop in the middle 
of the log bridge in the deepest jungle, 
over a swift angry stream. He sent Daud, 
the tracker and others ahead to camp to 
bring the porters and the Chavelle 
(horse). Lindy had managed to buy a 
horse, knowing of Dan’s back condition 
and the difficulty of his walking for long 
periods of time. It was now the old wait- 
ing game. We were tired and hot, and it 
had been a long day. Darkness arrived 
and it was so black in the jungle | 
couldn’t see Dan sitting next to me on 
the seat. Soon an old man and boy from 
the village arrived with a torch and | sug- 
gested to Claude we start walking to 
camp. This startled him, but he quickly 
agreed. All started well, for | am in full 
length kakhi safari skirt, white open- 
toed boots, short sleeve sweater and 
hatless and coatless. We were walking 
in ruts with grass twelve feet high on 
each side and five feet in the median. We 
hadn’t gone one fourth of a mile when 


we were overcome by safari ants. This 
took a lot of jumping and slapping and 
hollering, and finally we got the last of 
them out of my pony tail and thick hair, 
and from Dan’s back and neck and our 
clothes, and rubbing and bemoaning our 
fate, (saying a few other words too), we 
continued on. We met the porters with 
the horse. | insisted that Dan ride, but he 
refused, so up | mounted and what a 
relief! We were going slowly and | 
looked up at the beautiful sky and stars 
and the line of people single file ahead 
of me, and could only think of Joseph 
and Mary approaching Bethlehem, in- 
stead here was Cleopatra and Dan in the 
heart of Africa. We arrived at camp 
around 10:30. Thus the beginnig of the 
Bongo hunt, this past June 1972. 

We were up at the usual four o’clock 
in the morning. Of course, it is such a 
pleasure to have the native attendant 
softly greet you with ‘“‘Jambo, Mem’sab’’. 
Here, ‘Bon Jour, Madame, your tea’. 
This is the delight of a female huntress! 

Our camp was located by a small clear 
swift stream and we had nice new tents. 
One for dressing and the other for sleep- 
ing, and new tables and chairs. Also the 
joy of the hunt, the new “frig” ... 
refrigerator that worked perfectly the en-

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course. | was ready, jungle suit and new 
Chukka boots. We left camp walking 
towards the jungle which was 50 yards 
away. | was instructed to do exactly as 
the tracker.

FOWLER WINS SECOND 
STRAIGHT NBRSA TITLE 


At the completion of the 100-yard 
Heavy Varmint competition in the 
NBRSA Sporter/Varmint Champion- 
ships, Jef Fowler had a serious talk with 
himself. Going into that day’s action he 
had held a comfortable lead in his bid for 
a second straight Championship. 

The aggregates at the conclusion of 
the Sporter and Light Varmint competi- 
tion showed Fowler with a .2875. Marcy 
Lyons was second with a .3140, followed 
by Don Geraci with a .3158. 

But with his 27th place showing in the 
100-yard Heavy Varmint, coupled with 
Lyons’ finishing a strong second in that 
event it appeared that Jef’s lead was all 
but gone. 

Whatever he had to say to himself evi- 
dently worked. The next day in the 200- 
yard competition he finished seventh. 
Geraci was the winner in that event with 
a strong .2908 aggregate. Lyons drop- 
ped to 23rd place. 

The end result was that Fowler cap- 
tured the Three-Gun for the second 
straight year with a .3025 aggregate. 
Geraci was just a hair behind with .3044 
and Lyons third with .3137. Fowler’s vic- 
tory was the first time a shooter has been 
able to win back-to-back 
Sporter/Varmint National Champion- 
ships since 1973 and 1974 when Perry 
Morton scored a double. 

Fowler, Midland, Texas, was first in 
the Light Varmint, third in the Sporter 
and 10th in Heavy Varmint. Geraci was 
first in the Sporter, third in Heavy Var- 
mint and 13th in Light Varmint. Lyons 
was second in Sporter, seventh in Light 
Varmint and sixth in Heavy Varmint. 

Ninty-five shooters participated in the 
Three-Gun competition at Austin Rifle 
Club. There were a total in the Heavy 
Varmint match. Conditions were, well, 
what one might expect in Austin during 
the last week in July — heavy mirage. 
But all-in-all conditions were good.
